defeated .proposals for hospital in- 
surance for the aged through So- 
cial Security, the President asked 
again for tax benefits for the el- 
derly, part of his tax message last 
month. 


The hospital insurance plan Is 


expected to cost $5.6 billion for 
the first four years, the tax bene- 
fits' $3.9 billion for 
the first fivet

Defends the 
Unfair 
Practice Act 


LITTLE ROCK (AP — Ally.. 


Gen. Bruce Bennetl said loday he 
'thought Arkansas' Unfair Prac- 
tices Act is an effective deterrent 
to sales below cost and "loss-lead- 
er" sales. 


Bennett was asked for his opin- 


ion on the matter by Dr. W. M 
Morgenroth of the Departmenl of 
Business 
Organization of 
Ohio 


Stale University,. 


Morgenroth said his departmenl 


was conducting a research project 
dealing with1 unfair price compe- 
tition, particularly in Ihe fields of 
selling below cost and "loss-lead- 
ers." 


Bennetl explained thai violation 


of Ihe Unfair Practices Act is a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine 
of $100 to $1,000 and-or up to six 
months in jail. 


"The laws of supply and de- 


mand do not always lend them 
selves 
lo rigid price controls, 


however," Bennett said. "Hence, 
we may run into some situations 
where price wars or loss-leader 
selling are more underlying con- 
ditions of a particular industry 
rather than active competition re- 
straint." 


Bennett said the Unfair Prac- 


tices Act should be construed lib- 
erally in some cases to keep the 
act from being too harsh a reg 
ulalion and more of a restraint ot 
competition than a protection.

The 
tasks must be redistributed, not 
as U.S. Defense Secretary Robert 
S. McNamara would like, in sup- 
plementing the American atomjc 
nonopoly by classical arms from 
Europe, but in granting Europe 
all the means for its own defense. 


Certainly, this European arsenal 


would have to be combined with 
that of the United States., In re- 
turn, the United States would he 
assured of the unconditional sup- 
port of its European allies in case 
it was menaced. 


In the absence of a European 


political 
authority,, the 
nuclear 


forces in Europe can only be 
under 
national control. In the 


present circumstances in Europe, 
they can only be French. Nuclear

carry She risk of setting off a 
major crisis with Moscow. These 
are the facts of the hour. 


According to De Gaulle's rea- 


soning, these facts should lead the 
Atlantic Alliance to organize itself 
on the basis of three big, bal- 
anced 
political ensembles:

United States, Great Britain and 
its Commonwealth, and Continen- 
tal Europe. These three big en- 
sembles would cooperate as equal 
partners, notably in the nuclear 
field and would coordinate their 
action everywhere in the world.
